Please note that our fuchsias offered at wholesale are well-rooted plants grown in 2]/2” 
pots (not 2” or 214” pots, but 21/2’ pots). It costs us more in time, materials and space to 
raise and ship 2!/,” stock, but it pays. When they reach you, our 2!/,.” pot plants are ready 
for 4” or larger pots. They are stronger, better grown plants that come along faster and sell 
earlier. 


Our fuchsia plants are clean. No cyclamen mites, two-spotted mites, red spiders, white 
flies, mealy bugs or other bugs on the stock we ship. We use the latest specific insecticides, 
properly applied. This refers not only to fuchsias, but to other plants listed here—all from 


22” pots and all clean stock. 


Most of the plants we raise are grown for regular yearly repeat orders from well known 
nurseries on the coast. If you want to see why, we suggest you mail us a trial order. Just 
a small order—the minimum $5.00 worth. Chances are good that you will order again THIS 


season.

Mr. and Mrs. Raymond Hodges of Pacific Grove have again appointed us as their exclu- 
sive wholesale grower and distributor, and we are equally pleased to be able to offer the 
new fuchsias of Mr. Horace M. Tiret of San Francisco. 


We are listing their new seedlings alphabetically in order to make it easier to compare 
them by description. 


Merle and Ray Hodges raise their new fuchsias in their well known Pacific Grove Fuchsia 
Gardens, from where the 1949 varieties Junior Miss, Oregon Trail and Puget Sound originated. 


Horace Tiret is, of course, already well known for his introductions of former years, such 
as Rubeo, Santa Cruz, Jack Shahan and Yuletide; not to forget his new ones of the 1949 season 
we just mention two—Bouffant and Moth Blue.

BLUE BONNET (Hodges)—Large single, flaring, corolla light at base, deepening to purple- 
blue, prominently veined red. Medium tube and long, broad, upturned sepals bright red. 
As the flower matures the petals open flat. Of vigorous growth and free blooming. Beau- 
tifully displayed in a hanging basket at the Hodges’ famous fuchsia garden. 


DON PERALTA (Tiret)—Very large flower, varies from single to double, usually semi-double 
corolla, with a long tube and long spreading sepals. Coloring much like the variety Anna. 
However, Don Peralta is a vigorous grower and should prove to be an excellent upright 
growing fuchsia, specially for the warmer sections—it has done very well with us in warm 
Palo Alto. 


DU BARRY (Tiret)Patent applied for—Double corolla changes from purple to fuchsin, with 
smaller outside petals either entirely flesh pink, or heavily marbled with that color. Tube 
and broad, reflexed, sepals softest pink. Strong upright grower with leathery leaves and 
large flowers of distinct coloring. 


LA BIANCA (Tiret) Patent applied for—Single corolla white, short tube and long upturned 
sepals white, tipped green. Medium growth, deep green foliage, may be good in a-hang- 
ing basket. Medium large, well shaped flowers are quite heat-tolerant and may, at times, 
have a slight pink flush on the tube and at the base of sepals and petals. The first “all- 
white’ single fuchsia. 


MAXINE ELIZABETH (Tiret)—Single bell-shaped corolla near-white at very base, deepening 
to rose red toward orange-flushed petal edges. Thick waxy tube; broad and long, upturned, 
sepals of heavy substance, flushed pink on outside, salmon pink on inside. Strong upright 
grower with masses of large flowers. Showy, glowing color—stands full sun in the fog belt 
and is heat-tolerant in warmer sections. 


MERLE HODGES (Hodges)—Double large fluffy corolla soft powder blue, lightly veined and 
outside petals flushed fuchsia pink. Some of the petals are scalloped. Medium tube and 
broad, upturned sepals are rosy red. Low, spreading bush or best displayed, as at Pacific 
Grove, in a hanging baskets Mr. and Mrs. Hodges consider this to be their finest variety. 
Best in the fog belt or during cool months in warmer sections. 


MISS CALIFORNIA (Hodges)—Single to semi-double white, faintest pink glow inside corolla, 
light pink veining near base of petals. Short tube and broad, long pointed upturned sepals 
medium pink, shaded deeper pink. While there are a number of pink-and-white fuchsias 
in commerce, Miss California will top most of them, with its beautiful two-toned pink buds 
and great abundance of medium large flowers. Creates a marvelous display in a hanging 
basket, as shown by the Hodges in Pacific Grove. 


SWINGTIME (Tiret)—Double corolla milky white, slight pink veining at base of petals. Tube 
and short, upturned sepals shiny red, inside of sepals rose red and of crepe texture. Good 
grower of branching habit, early and free blooming, with large flowers having a prominent, 
spreading corolla. Should be one of the top hanging basket fuchsias as Swingtime has 
performed excellently in our warm Palo Alto climate.

HANGING POT or TRAILING FUCHSIAS 





ONE WAY TO PLANT A FUCHSIA BASKET 


The 12” white clay hanging-pot pictured here was planted the day before the photo 
was taken. 


First, broken crocks were placed over the drainage hole at the bottom of the pot, followed 
by a }/,"-1" layer of coarse sand, pea gravel, or peat. Then the soil mixture, composed of 
one part good top soil (or heavy loam), barely one part sharp sand and one part leafmold 
or peat. The prepared soil should be moist, not wet, and should be firmed down as the pot 
is filled. A heaping tablespoon of plant food such as Vigoro or Gaviota is spread over and 
mixed into the top two or three inches of soil in the pot. 


Three strong trailing fuchsias from 2}!/.” pots—pinched back some weeks before to make 
them branch out—are then placed and planted as pictured above. A thorough watering fin- 
ishes the planting job. Hang in a cool, part-shaded place, keep moist and feed regularly 
(from a week to a month between applications, depending on the type fertilizer used). Don't 
place in deep shade. Fuchsias must have all the light they can get and a few sunny hours a 
day in order to bloom well. Protect them from wind and mid-day sun—they love early morn- 
ing or late afternoon sun. Pinch back long-growing shoots once or twice more and keep 
plants free of bugs. 


For photogenic reasons a white clay pot was used in this case, but of course other types 
of containers may be used. Best of all are wooden hanging boxes of various shapes and sizes. 


Trailing Campanulas (see page 15) may be planted and cared for the same way. A 
smaller size basket, 6” or 8”, would take only one or two plants. 


Ivy Geraniums (see page 14) may be planted somewhat the same way, but need a 
heavier soil mixture, and not as much extra feeding. Ivy Geraniums in hanging baskets 
thrive in a warmer, sunnier location than the cool, more shaded spot fuchsias like.

You can’t go to the concert, the theater, or even the night baseball game, for 
you have to stay home to make crosses. Yes, thousands of crosses. You even make 
them by flashlight, and in the early morning hours you curse the sun for not mak- 
ing it light earlier. Then, several months later, after having fought a running 
battle with every bug that crawls and flies—some do neither, but they get your 
berries anyway—you harvest and sow the sweat-stained seeds. 


Let’s forget about what happens next. It is like an expectant father waiting 
for the happy word, waiting not six or seven hours, but eight or more months. It 
drives you crazy, this waiting, but at last the first seedling blooms and then all of 
the hundreds, or thousands, of your plants are in flower.

However, you finally 
do select three or four to be named and introduced to your waiting public the fol- 
lowing year. 


Usually it is three years or more, as you want to test them 
for being color fast, or something. Be that as it may, the time actually arrives early 
one year when you are shipping out the first wholesale orders. Word gets around, 
the ads are doing their good work, and around about end of May or so you are begin- 
ning to notice the red ink running out when, BINGO! you see an ad in the Trade 
Magazine offering your new introductions at wholesale, and at a cut rate. Yes, Joe 
Doakes had his order in with you the first thing, or maybe he got the stock through 
a friend who ordered from you. 


Anyway, he is skimming the cream you should be enjoying, to break even for 
the years of labor and expense involved in bringing out one new fuchsia. Remem- 
ber, YOU are the Fuchsia Breeder. 


Don’t you think you should have fair protection from that sort of goings on? 
Yes, WE think so too. 


Now turn this sheet over and ask yourself—you are the Fuchsia Breeder—if 
the Propagating Agreement is asking a bit more than what is only fair.
